REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
examined taught or fairly suggested a process of preventing the formation of at least one 
nitrosamine in aVirginia flue tobacco plant, by treating the tobacco plant after the yellowing stage 
with the process comprising heating or drying a portion of the tobacco plant with a flow of air 
while the tobacco plant is uncured, yellow and in a state susceptible to having formation of the 
least one nitrosamine arrested for a time to substantially prevent the formation of the at least one 
nitrosamine and wherein the flow of air is sufficient to avoid an anaerobic condition around the 
vicinity of the plant portion. Moreover, none of the prior art taught or fairly suggested preventing 
the formation of N'-nitrosonomicotine, 4-(N-nitrosomethylamino)-l-(3-pyridyl)-l-butanone, N'- 
nitrosoanatabine, and N'-nitrosoanabasine in a harvested tobacco plant by using the above noted 
process. Moreover, none of the prior art taught or fairly suggested preventing the formation of 
N'-nitrosonomicotine or 4-(N-nitrosomethylamino)-l-(3-pyridyl)-l-butanone in a harvested 
tobacco plant using the above noted process.
